Radio  Round- <to  on  Food 


It  "becomes  increasingly  important  now  tnat  the  Secretary  has  new  resoonsibili- 
ties  in  the  food  program  that  our  information  programs  "be  handled  in  such  a 
way  that  the  over-all  objective  of  the  Department  will  "be  the  aim  rather  than 
the  more  limited  objectives  of  the  various  individual  agencies. 

As  b  step  in  this  direction,   1  have  requested  the  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion to  revise  and  broaden  its  "Badio  Round-up  on  Food"  so  that  it  will  be  a 
service  covering  not  only  the  interests  of  the  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion but,   in  addition,  thosr  of  other  Department  agencies  and  of  the  Depart- 
ment as  a  whole  in  service  to  consumers.     The  Radio  Round-up  on  Food  is  a 
service  which  goes  to  directors  of  women's  programs  at  radio  stations  each 
week  with  tips  and  suggestions  for  food  programs.     It  is  not  a  script  service. 
It  is  designed  to  koerp  directors  of  women's  programs  informed  on  food  supply 
developments  of  special  interest  to  consumers;  and  to  make  suggestions  that 
will  assist  these  broadcasters  in  giving  their  listeners  information  that  will 
help  thou  make  the  wisest  use  of  available  food  supplies. 

In  the  future  the  Radio  Round-uo  on  Food  v/ill  be  prepared  as  formerly  by  the 
staff  of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration,  operating  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Radio  Service,  Officr  of  Information.     It  will  be  distributed 
through  the  Regional  Offices  of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration  and 
additional  material  applicable  6t  a  regional  level  may  be  added  by  the  regional 
staff  of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration.     In  preparing  the  copy,  however, 
the  personnel  assigned  by  the  Food  Distribution  Administration  is  instructed 
to  consider  itself  as  operating  on  an  over-all  departmental  basis.  C-ntacts 
will  be  made  a.nd  maintained  by  F.D.A.  with  the  other  agencies  of  the  Depart- 
ment both  nn  the  Washington  a-nd  regional  levels  so  that  material  from  these 
agencies  may  be  incorporated.     Inf ormat"'  on  Chiefs  should  assign  a  member  of 
their  staffs  to  act  as  liaison  representative  for  this  service.     Such  repre- 
sentatives should  gather  material  for  submission  to  the  Food  Distribution 
Administration's  representative,  Mrs.  Lucile  Cohan,  Marketing  Reports  Division, 
Room  2S33,   (Extension  5707)  to  incorporate  in  the  Round-up. 

Please  inform  Mrs.  Cohan  of  the  na.mc  of  your  representative.     She  should 
have  the  suggested  material  by  Tuesday  of  each  week,  although  emergency  mate- 
rial can  be  handled  somewhat  later.     The,  Round-up  is  released  on  Saturdays.
